REFUSES $100,000 MORE 
_ FOR CITIZENS’ RELIEF BODY 


Board of Estimate Says City Will Steve Sub- 
stantial Deficit at End of Fiscal 
Year in April. - 


portionment today refused a re- 
quest for an additional appropria- 
tion of $100,006 for the work of 


the Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment, on the ground 
that the city will face a substantial 
deficit at the end of the current 
fiscal year next April. 

In the last 13 months the city 
has appropriated $600,000 for re- 
lief of the unemployed, the sum in- 
cluding $150,000 voted by the 
Board of Aldermen last Friday. 

In addition, $124,318 has been 
spent to keep men whose Services 
ordinarily-are not needed during 
the winter months on the payrolls 
of the streets and park depart- 
ments, Comptroller Nolte, a mem- 
bér of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, pointed out. 

The appeal for additional funds 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 


was made by Tom K. Smith, chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Committee, 
and Walter B. Weisenburger, pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce. 
They reported that the results of 
the ‘Relief Committee’s drive for 
funds had been below expectations, 
and it was thought the city could 
appropriate an additional $100,000. 

In explanation of their refusal, 
‘the members of the Board of Esti- 
mate related that taf collections 
are low, due to the business depres- 
sion, and it was stated that the city 
undoubtedly would face a deficit. 
Mayor Miller told Smith, however, 
that he would make an effort to 
raise the $100,000 through an ap- 
peal to prominent citizens.

QUIT “BAWLING OUT’ CITIZENS, 
GERK ADVISES POLICE FORCE 


Uniform Doesn’t Give Right to 
Abuse Public, Chief Tells 
His Men. 

Chief Gerk today reminded the 
police force that their uniforms do 
not give them the right to “‘bawl 
out” citizens. His order, whieh 
was read to all policemen at roll- 
call, follows: 

“Constant, continuous police vigi- 
lance is essential to effective traf- 
fic regulation. Officers,.all of us

Laval reviewed events in the 3% 
velopment of the reparations prob- 
lem since the declaration of a 
moratorium by President Hoover 
and asserted that in the circum- 
stances it seemed to him advisable 
that the international debts con- 
ference tentatively arranged for 
Lausanne, be postponed. 

He said he had filed a protest 
with the German Government 
against Chancellor Bruening’s as- 
sertion that Germany could not 
meet its reparations payments 
when the Hoover moratorium ex- 
pires and would not accept anoth- 
er temporary settlement of the rep- 
arations problem. 

He cited the report of the Young 
plan commission which recently 
met at Basel to the effect that 
while Germany is in temporary dif- 
ficulties, | economic pewer of. 
which ‘she ‘might take ad vantage 
in the future is tremendous. 

The Premier reiterated that 
France would not write off the 
reparations due her and would not 
accept any reduction in reparations 
payments unless there was a cor- 
responding reduction in war debts 
owed by France.

He 
entered. the chamber with a grin 
on his. face, his fists clenched. 

“Hello, Sarge,”’ he said to one of 
the officers. — 

As the cap was fitted he mum- 
bled, “My last wish is to send my 
love to my mother.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—With 


little discussion and almost no op- 
position, the House and Senate to- 
day adopted the conference report 
on the $2,000,000,000 reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation bill, de- 
signed by the adminstration and 
supported by the Democrats, to aid 
financial institutiong and _ rail- 
roads. The bill will be immediate- 
ly sent to the President. 

Both Houses approved the com- 
promise conference report by viva 
voce votes, Oniy Senators Shipstead 
and Brookhart spoke against the 
measure in the Senate. 

The House began consideration 


of the report immediately upon 
convening. About an hour was 
consumed in discussion, with 
Chairman Steagall of the House 


Banking and Currency Committee 
defending the action of the House 
conferees in accepting the Senate 
proposals on almost all the im- 
portant points of difference. Only 
a few dissenting voices were raised 
when the House overwhelmingly 
voted approval of the measure. 

The report was rushed to the 
Senate, where Senator Walcott 
(Rep.), Connecticut, sponsor of the 
original adminstration bill, called 
for immediate action.

_ The questions Which Johnson ad- 
dressed to Chile were in reply to a 
formal request of Ambassador Cru- 
chaga for an investigation into the 
Guggenheim-National City nitrate 
deal, in which the Cosach company 
was formed for the purpose of tak- 
ing over the entire nitrate indus- 
try of Chile. 

Nitrate Deal and Legal Fees. 

Under the Guggenheim-National 
City Bank agreement, Chile turned 
over to the company all of its own 
nitrate lands and  $300,000,000 
which it had in its treasury partly 
@s a guarantee against its bonds 
largely held by American investors. 


In addition, it ‘remitted in favor of 


the Cosach campany its export du- 
ties on nitrate, which formed a 
large part of Chile’s revenue, and 
pa~’ of its import duties on ma- 
chinery imported by the Cosach 
company.

The break was precipitated by 
the report of the Committee on 
the Balance of Trade, but it really 
was caused by differences between 
the basic political theories of the 
free traders and the protectionists. 

It was understood that the com- 
mittee, backed by a Cabinet major- 
ity, proposed a flat rate tariff of 10 
to 15 per cent on manufactured and 
partly manufactured imports, The 
Liberals in the Cabinet were 
thought to have held out for free 
trade and the Conservatives fora 
protection tariff. 4 

An official communique issued 
at the close of the Cabinet meeting 
this afternoon said: 

“The Cabinet has considered the 
report of its committee on the 
balance of trade, but after pro- 
longed discussion it has been found 
impossible to reach a unanimous 
conclusion on the committee’s rec- 
ommendations. 

Importance of Unity. 

“However, the Cabinet is deeply 
impressed with the para.nount im- 
portance of maintaining national 
unity in the presence of the grave 
problems which confront this 
country and the whole world. 

“Accordingly it has determined 
that some modification of the usual 
ministerial practice is required, and 
has decided that the Ministers who 
find themselves unable to support 
the .conclusion, reached by a ma- 
jority of their colleagues on the 
subject of import duties and cog- 
vate matters are to be at liberty to 
express their views by speech and 


“The Cabinet, being essentially 
united on other matters of pol- 
icy, believes that by this special 
provision ‘t is best interpreting the 
will of the nation and the needs of 
the time.”

Snowden May Resign. 

After yesterday’s Cabinet session 
the possibility that two or three 
of the Cabinet ministers, including 
Sir Donald McLean and Viscount 
Snowden, might resign, was report- 
ed in political circles.

Cunliffe-Lister, leader of' the ex- 
treme Protectionists, among the 
Conservatives, and by advocates of 
free trade, or a merely emergency 
tariff such as Sir Herbert Samuel, 
Sir Donald McLean and Viscount 
Snowden, were described as firm.

The fact that a bank held 
foreign securities, Cochran said, 
might, under a strict reading of the 
language, prevent loans because the 
money obtained from the corpora- 
tion would help “carry” the frozen 
foreign obligations. 

Chairman Steagall said that the 
Corporation Board would not inter- 
pret the language so strictly. Coch- 
ran ‘said that the chairman’s state- 
ment was important because many 
Small banks had virtually been 
forced by the larger metropolitan 
banks to buy foreign bonds. 

The President’s Request, 

The -President late yesterday 
asked for appropriation of the half 
billion dollars in a short special 
message to Congress, immediately 
after reading the revised bill.

FRANCE TOWNS 
ON SECURITY PACT 
BEFORE ARMS CUT 


Geographical Needs of Pow- 
ers Must Be Basis for 
Geneva Conference, Del- 
egates Will Maintain. 


( ight. 1932, by the Associated Press.) 

PARIS, Jan. 22.—When France 
sits in at the disarmament confer- 
ence next month, the Associated 
Press is informed in an official 
source, her delegates will offer to 
participate in reduction of naval 
armaments on condition that there 
is an acceptable preliminary accord 
fixing the ratio of naval forces with 
regard to the geographica) needs of 
the several Powers. 

This would mean first that 
France and Italy would have to 
reach an agreement concerning 
their respective forces, an accord 
which they have not yet been able 
to achieve. 

The French delegation will be 
prepared to approve any project 
for reducing the size of battleships 
as fixed by the Washington confer- 
ence, but France still believes that 
the submarine is the best weapon 
for the defense of her coast. 

It is the French thesis that there 
can be important reductions in na- 
val or other arms only if security is 
guaranteed. « And by security, 
France means a guarantee of as- 
sistance for a nation which is at- 
tacked, and of punishment for the 
aggressor. : ; 

Maintains Need of Navy. 

“France is willing to accept that 
her naval strength shall conform tv 
article VIII of the League of Na- 
tions covenant,” an official state- 
ment said, “but her delegates at 
Geneva will maintain that since the 
French coast lies along three seas. 
and while more than a fourth of 
the French army is_ stationed in 
North Africa and numerous distant 
colonies, her present naval force is 
justified.” 

Article VIII stipulates that the 
maintenance of peace requires. re- 
duction of armaments “to the low- 
est point consistent with national 
safety.” 

“France regards it as vital,” said 
the statement, “that .she shall be 
able to transport her army quickly 
from North Africa to France in 
the event of an attack onthe main- 
land. 

“After long study, France is con- 
vinced that a battleship of about 
27,000 tons is sufficient as a first 
line warship, combining as it does 
useful speed and resistance to tor- 
pedoes, airplane bombs and shells 
from other ships with guns of the 
same caliber. 

“Therefore France will be dis- 
posed to approve any project at 
Geneva for reducing the size of 
battleships whose displacement 
limit was fixed at 35,000 tons by 
the Washington conference. 

Wants All Fleets Reduced. 

“Further than that, France név- 
er has tried to build up to the 
limits of what she régards as her 
meager ‘battleship allocation fixed 
by the Washington conference. 
France is convinced that for her, 
the submarine is the best arm for 
coast defense. 

“Seeking to lighten her own ar- 
mament expenditures, France de- 
sires also to see a reduction in the 
fleets of all nations. We believe 
that if an accord for the limitation 
of naval armaments can be reached 
at Geneva it will be a great 
achievement, for it will put an 
end to all naval armament races. 

“When a level of armaments in 
conformity with article VIII of 
the League Covenant is accepted, 
the way will be open for propor- 
tional reduction of naval arma- 
ments, progressive and controlled. 
If Geneva can achieve such a re- 
sult, there will be tremendous re- 
lief for the taxpayers of all na- 
tions and a revival of hope for the 
organization of permanent peace.”

ROBBERS INVADE HOME 
GET $310,000 JEWELS 


Four Tied Up in New York 
Mansion; Thieves Posed as 
Bootleggers. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Forty- 
one pieces of jewelry valued at 


$310,000 were taken by three imen, 
posing as bootleggers, who invaded 
the East Sixty-seventh street home 
of Harry Glemby yesterday, knock- 
ed a butler unconscious, bound four 
members of the household and took 
the jewels from a wall safe. They 
escaped through the service en- 
trance just as a police squad car 
stopped at the front. 

The detectives were called by a 
friend with whom Mrs. Gkemby 
was talking on the telephone when 
the three entered. She saw their 
pistols and screamed, dropping the 
receiver. Her friend notified police. 
The jewelry was fully insured, 
said Glemby, art connoisseur and 
millionaire cosmetics manufactur- 
er, who has one of the most richly 
decorated homes among the Upper 
East Side homes of wealth. 

One of Best Dressed Women. 

Mrs. Glemby is known as ene of 
the best dressed women in Amer- 
ica. She recently reported the loss 
of a $25,000 diamond earring while 
attending a New Year's eve party at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. It was subse- 
quently found and returned. The 
earring and its mate were among 
the articles taken yesterday. 
Glemby was having a shower, 
and others in the household were 
engaged in usual occupations when 
the service bell rang. The butler, 
Fred Hamayer, pressed the button 
that opened the downstairs door 
automatically and presently three 
men arrived at ‘the third floor 
apartment. 
The butler opened the door a 
few inches, and one of the men 
they had “some 
liquor’ for Glemby. It would be 
necessary, he said, to deliver it per- 
sonally. The butler refused them 
admittance, whéreupon the leader 
hit Hamayer on the head with a 
pistol. The butler sagged to the 
floor and the intruders stepped in 
over his body.

They bound a maid. Mrs. Glem- 


by stepped out of the bath, wearing 
a robe. They forced him back with 
their pistols and tied his hands. 
One of the men was so nervous 
the electric cord used for trussing 
the victims tangled in his hand.

A governess who 
had come into the room then was 
directed to lead the way to the wall 
safe. Terrifed, she opened it. The 
thieves took the jewels—diamonds, 
emeralds and other stones collected 
by Mrs. Glemby here and abroad, 
into a bag, leaving the velvet cases 
scattered.

Disrupting “Hooverville” 


“Ark of Safety” Backers and “Mayor” | of 
River Front Colony in Bitter Contro- 
versy Over Food Distribution. 


Macaroni, mutton stew, noodles 
and salvation are mixed up in“a 


controversy which is disrupting the | 


tranquility of ‘“Hooverville,” a 
colony of 300 destitute persons who 
have built shacks on the river front 
south of the Free Bridge. 

The “Hooverites,” as they call 
themselves, now stand divided into 
two factions, the non-churchgoers, 
who want to retain “Mayor” Gus 
Smith as leader, und the church- 


goers, who are ready to accept 
church supervision. 

Disaffection from the ranks of 
“Mayor” Smith, who holds his 
leadership by priority of residence 
and public recognition, began with 
the coming of salvation to “Hoover- 
ville” in September, when a group 
of women of the Fundamental Min- 
isterial Association built a mission 
house with colony labor which is 
called the “Ark of Safety.”’ 

Matters came to a crisis yester- 
day over a box of macaroni, which 
the women of the mission said had 
beén sent to “Hooverville” on their 
solicitation for the inhabitants, but 
had been withheld frem distribu- 
tion by “‘Mayor” Smith aad his aid, 
E. Parish Dickson. 

Violent Quarrel Over Food. 

A violent quarrel took place be- 
tween Dickson and the women, the 
lie was passed, and one of thém 
addressed as “Sister’’ Martin told 
Dickson, “If I was a man, I'd throw 
you in the river.” 

A petition to oust ‘‘Mayor’”’ Smith 
was signed on the pulpit of the 
“Ark of Safety” house yesterday 
after prayer meeting by about 25 
“*Hooverites.’’ Mrs. Fahy H. Jack- 
son of Webster Groves was one of 
the prayer leaders. 

The ouster proposition was 
brought before the gathering by 
Mrs. Myrtle Coshen, 5415 Bates 
street, leader of the mission work- 
ers, who identified herself as a 
minister ordained by the Funda- 
mentalist Association. 

The macaroni issue that added 
bitterness to the struggle between 
church and state is an involved 
one. The women say the macaroni 
was sent last week to be part of a 
grand mutton stew, to which five 
donated sheep were sacrificed. 

Dickson saic the macaroni was 
mouldy and refured.to distribute it. 
In proof he exhibited some cartons 
with visibly mouldy contents, but 
was check-mated, when the wom- 
en pointed out with hauteur, 
“That’s not macaroni, that’s noo- 
dies.” “Well, that’s. what you 


sent,” Dickson replied. “We didn’t,” 
argued the women. 


Preacher for Revolution. 


“Sister” Goshen delivered a ser- 
mon at the prayer meeting, the 
text of which included much in- 
nuendo about crates of oranges, 
potatoes, and about missing hind- 
quarters of sheep. “Did any of 
you get hind-quarters or ribs,” she 
asked the gathering, referring to 
the distribution of meat, which is 
cut up and parceled out. “Only 
ribs,” the people, mostly Negroes, 
replied. 

She told them to accept “Old 
time salvation. The devil’s among 
you,” she declared. “You men must 
fight ahd drive the devil back to 
the gates of hell.” She -told re- 
porters she thought the inhabitants 
should “start a revolution,” 

“Mayor” Smith, a former fruit 
and vegetable dealer who built his 
cabin on the river front “to get 
some rest after long hospital treat- 
ment,” said: “They are making a 
nervous wreck out of me. Every- 
thing was peaceful until the wom- 
en came. They’re jealous of Dick- 
son and he has been a big help to 
us. Rustled a lot of food: When 
we didn’t have grub, each man 
went out and rustled his own. We 
got by, all right. Church’s all right. 
Let them go that wants to, but let 
us alone.,”’ 


Smith Willing to Quit. 

‘He laughed  scornfully at the 
charges that food was being ap- 
propriated wrongfully, pointing out 
the value of it was sc small that 
nothing could be gotten for it. 

“If they want somebody else for 
Mayor,” Smith declared, “I don’t 
care. It’s just a lot of trouble, 
anyway. I’m going to go on living 
here just the same.” 

Dickson denied that any food 
had been misappropriated. ‘If they 
make much fuss,”’ he said, “I'll get 
out. There are many places where 
my work will be welcome. I am 
positively getting nothing out of 
this. I believe in food before re- 
ligion.”’ 

Dickson yesterday § distributed 
1000 pounds of mutton donated by 
the McHenry Meat Co., and. 500 
pounds of bread bought from prof- 
its of a popcorn sale to sight-seers. 


The mission distributed shoes and 


food. 
“Hooverville’s’” post office was 
dedicated at noon in a pouring 


rain, by ministers of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, to “brotherhood, 
co-overation and the Golden Rule.”’ 
At the mission, a speaker advo- 
cated “living by the Golden Rule.” 


WISCONSIN SENATE VOTES 
$7,000,000 FOR UNEMPLOYED

U, S$. RULING ON DEPRECIATED 
SECURITIES IN NATIONAL BANKS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — Na- 


tional banks will be permitted to 
deduct from their gross income the 
value of depreciated securities 
which bank examiners, have re- 
quired them to charge off their 
assets. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau an- 
nounced the national bank authori- 
ties had adopted a policy of requir- 
ing the banks at each examination 
to write off the reduced values on 
bonds, mortgages and notes. At 
present the banks are not allowed 
to deduct these losses until after 
the securities are sold. 

The ruling, however, applies only 
to securities which have been or- 
dered charged off the national bank 
assets by the examiners and does 
not apply to those whose value has 
been affected by market fluctua- 
tions.

SUES TO RECOVER 
$104 500 ON STOCK 


Receiver for Allied Aviation In- 
dustries Alleges Repurchase 
Agreement. 


The representation that Gen. 
Pershing was to become chairman 
of the board of the Arrow Airplane 
and Motors Corporation of Have- 
lock, Neb., influenced the purchase 
of 10,000 shares of Arrow stock by 
the Allied Aviation Industries, now 
in receivership, according to a suil 
filed in Federal Court at Kansas 
City yesterday by Receiver George 
A. McNulty to recover $104,500 on 
the stock purchase. ‘ 

The Allied Aviation Industries, 
a holding company for aviation en- 
terprises, with headquarters at St. 
Louis, was placed in-receivership 
last May on the petition of stock- 
holders. 

The suit at Kansas City is di- 
rected against the Woods Brothers 
Corporation, which sold the stock, 
and the Arrow Corporation, a sub- 
sidiary. Gen. Pershing’s an- 
nounced connection with the Ar- 
row Corporation never material- 


||} ized, according to the suit. 


Receiver McNulty’s petition con- 
tains the allegation that Woods 
Brothers promised to maintain the 
market value of Arrow stock at 
$12.50 a share, even it were neces- 
sary to buy back every share sold. 

According to the receiver, there 
existed a definite agreement  be- 
tween Woods Brothers and the Al- 
lied Aviation Industries at the time 
of the transaction in 1929 for the 
repurchase of the Arrow stock at 
$11 a share, the price paid by the 


Allied Industries. The ~~ pur- 
chaser sold several hundred 
purchaser sold several hundred 


shares of the stock,’then tendered 
the bulk of it back to Woods 
Brothers, drawing a draft for $104,- 
500, which was not honored, Mc- 
Nulty says.. Although the Arrow 
Corporation is still operating, its 
stock fell far below the mark at 
which Woods Brothers are alleged 
to have guaranteed to maintain it, 
according to McNulty.

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Milwaukee Has $4,000,000 Surphes 
While Other Cities Face Deficits 


Its Levy 24 Pct. Higher Than It Is Here for 
State, Municipality and Schools—Expen- 
-ditures ee With Those of St. Louis.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 22.— 

How does Milwaukee do it? This 

question is being asked by offic 

of other American cities, which are 

struggling with municipal deficits 


bank, having started the year with 
a $4,000,000 surplus of city funds. 
The answer, in part, is that Mil- 
waukee has an economical and ef- 
ficient city government. The oth- 
er, and perhaps not the less im- 
portant part of the answer is: 
An adequate tax rate. , 
Milwaukee's tax rate for city 
purposes, incluiing schools, is 
$25.96 on the $1000 valuation, while 
the rate in St. Louis for city pur- 
poses and schools is $25.90 (or 
$2.59 on the $100). But it is to 
be remembered that St. Louis city 
purposes include the functions of a 
county, and the support of courts 
and welfare institutions which in 
Milwaukee, as in most other cities, 
are charged to a county budget. 
Therefore, to make a correct com- 
parison, the Milwaukee County tax 
rate, $7.69 on the $1000, which ev- 
ery taxpayer of this city must pay, 
should be added to the city rate al- 
ready cited. With this correction, 
the comparison is: 
Milwaukee tax rate, $33.65 on 
$1000 valuation; St. Louis, $25.90. 
The Milwaukee tax rate is thus 
seen to be 28 per cent higher than 
the St. Louis rate. 
Assessments in Miiwaukee and 
St. Louis appear to be on about 
the same level of values. Milwau- 
kee’s total assessed valuation is 


St. Louis valuation of $1,336,855,- 
000. Milwaukee's population (1930 
census) was 578,249, or 70 per = 
of the St. Louis figure, which was 
§21,960. 


State Property Tax eemnisdiotk 
The tax rate comparison just 
made does not include State tax 
rates. The Missouri State tax rate 
is $1.20 on thé $1000, and this, 
added to the city and school rate 
of $25.90, makes the final rate of 
$27.10 which is levied on St. Louis 
taxpayers for city and State gov- 
ernment and schools. 

Wisconsin gets its State revenue 
chiefly from its State income tax 
and its gasoline tax. These so 
nearly suffice for the State's needs 
that it is possible for the Governor 
to suspend the State property tax 
in any year when, in his judgment, 
the State can get along without. 
it. This year, Gov. La Follette has 
suspended the property tax, and 
consequently, the city and county 
rate already cited, $33.65. repre- 
sents the entire taxes that Milwau- 
kee has to pay. This rate is still 
24 per cent higher than the total 
city, state and school rate paid in 
St. Louis. 

A comparison of city budget es- 
timates for the next fiscal year, 
exclusive of schools and water- 
works, but including bond interest 
and sinking funds, shows St. Louis 
as planning to spend $28,284,096 
for these purposes, and Milwaukee 
$23,805,970. Again it is to be re- 
membered that the St. Louis fig- 
ures include all courts, welfare in- 
stitutions and other costs of coun- 
ty government, and that Milwau- 
kee’s figures do not include these 
items, which are paid from _ the 
treasury of Milwaukee County. Mila 
waukee County hasa net budget of 
$7,360,000, but about .one-fifth of 
the county’s population lives out- 
side the City of Milwaukee, hence 
an exact comparison of the cost of 
Milwaukee’s government with that 
of St. Louis. which is a self-con- 
tained city-county, is not possible. 

Some Comparisons. 
Milwaukee's police bill, under the 
four heads of general office, alarin 
service, police service and buildings 
and grounds, reaches a total of $2,- 
652,388. St. Louis’ Police Depart- 
ment appropriation, fixed by a 
State board, which city officials 
are without power to alter, is $5,-

| Milwaukee also appropriates 
$300,000 for firemen’s pensions. 
Milwaukee does not make expen- 
ditures for an Art Museum and a 
Zoo comparable with those of St. 
Louis, where a fixed rate is pro- 
vided for those objects and for the 
Public Library. The Milwaukee 
Zoo is part of the park system, and 
the Art Institute is. maintained 
largely by private contributions, 
with an annual city appropriation 
of about $20,000... However, Mil- 
waukee has a Public Museum, de- 
voted to science and natural his- 
tory, for which the city appropri- 
ates $292,195, or slightly more than 
the St. Louis appropriation for its 
Art Museum, which is $272,961. 

The United States Government, 
in its latest survey of the per capi- 
ta cost of city governments, shows 
a comparative cost per capita for 
1929, for all-departments and from 
all sources, school costs included, 
of $83.48 for Milwaukee, and 
$61.79 for St. Touis. 

Milwaukee's bonded indebtedness 
is $46,380,000, as compared with 
$70.281,000 for St. Louis. 


Taxation Readjustment. 

Letters of inquiry received re- 
cently by Daniel W. Hoan, Milwau- 
kee’s Socialist Mayor, and Louis 
M. Kotecki, City Comptroller, 
elected on a bipartisan ticket. show 
that the officials of other cities 
are interested particularly in the 
taxation readjustment plan, which 
is one of the sources of the sur- 
plus of $4,000,000 for this fiscal 
year. 

Comptroller Kotecki, in letters 
sent out in reply to the inquiries, 
takes full credit for the taxation 
readjustment plan, made possible, 
he says, by “the law which I had’ 
passed in 1913." He continues: 

“When I took office, nearly all 
the city departments were run on 
the basis of spending money, 
through budget appropriations, 
throughout the year, and collection 
of a tax at the close of the year 
sufficient to meet the amount 
spent. This involved the practice 
of borrowing money in the antici- 
pation of tax collections, toward 
the close of the year. 

“The taxation readjustment law 
levies a.tax, originally one-fourth 
of a mill but since 1928 increased 
to one-half of a mill, over and 
above ail other city expenditures. 
Through the fund thus raised, de- 
partments, from time to time, have 
been converted from the revenue 
basis to the cash basis. I figure 
that in threé years time the entire 
city will have been converted from 
the old basis and the 1935 tax levy 
should, for the first time in the 
history of the city, cover the en- 
tire budget appropriations for the 
following year. It is this taxation 
readjustment law, which has piled 
up cash in the city treasury and 
has enabled us to carry the cash 
payments made to contractors dur- 
ing the year and thus carry the 
burden for the property owners 
who extend their payments.for the 
six years permitted by law. Other 
features of this law are the pro- 
vision for the levying of a tax to 
wipe out old deficits which had 
accumulated over a period of 50 
years and also to make provision 
for the estimated amount of un- 
collectable taxes on the current tax 
roll, thus preventing deficits in the 
future.” 

The -Comptroller’s letter de- 
scribes also the amortization fund, 
now amounting to $3,650,000, and 
intended to extinguish the bonded 
indebtedness within 25 or 30 years;

FOR INDEPENDENCE 


Mere Grant of Autonomy 
Not Enough, Osmena 
Tells House Insular Af- 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Inde- 
pendence with or without conces- 
sions, was sought by Philippine 
leaders today in opening their fight 
for congressional action. 

“Any mere grant of autonomy 
will not satisfy the Filipinos,” Sen- 
ator Sergio Osmena, acting presi- 
dent of the Insular Senate, told 
the House Insular Affairs Com- 
mittee at the beginning of hearings 
on measures to withdraw American 
sovereignty from the islands. 

Manuel Roxas, Speaker of the 
Philippine House of Representa- 
tives, said the underlying cause of 
discontent of Filipinos is their 
present uncertain status. They are 
neither. citizens of the United 
States. nor foreigners to this coun- 
try, he said. 

Financial Stability Pointed Out. 

Roxas said they based _ their 
hopes on promises of independence 
given by every President since Me- 
Kinley. He adc¢-d the Philippine 
people had built up a civilization 
and administration qualifying them 
for fulfillment of America’s prom- 
ise to'them. He pointed to finan- 
cial stability of the insular govern- 
ment as exemplified in the balanc- 
ing of its budget, its sound cuwr- 
rency which, he said, is on a gold 
exchange basis and backed by a 
reserve in excess to the amount of 
currency in circulation. ; 

Senator Osmena said the agita- 
tion started three years ago in the 
United States to exclude Filipinos 
and to curtail their privileges in 
markets of this country has “cast 
a cloud cf uncertainty over Philip- 
pine economic conditions, and is 
checking our development.” 

The witnesses conceded the jus- 
tice of any provision whereby the 
United States would fix a period 
for the maintenance or gradual 
withdrawal of American economic 
relationship with the islands. 


Not Afraid of Tariff. 

Admitting that independence with 
an immediate United States tariff 
against their products would be a 
hardship, Philippine spokesmen de- 
clared that even such a burden 
would not be too great when bal- 
anced against the advantage of 
complete freedom. 

They argued the Philippine bud- 
get was balanced and that at the 
close of 1931 there was a surplus 
cf more than 3,500,000 pesos ($1,- 
750,000), with an additional unéx- 
pended 7,000,000 pesos ($3,500,000) 
available. 

As only a handful of Americans 
hold posts in the Philippine admin- 
istration, they argued Filipinos 
could take over the Government 
without friction or interruption if 
independence is granted.

When Banking Dominates Business.

P RACTICALLY all financial and com- 


mercial woes of the people are 

caused by banking, originally a 
handy division of business to simplify 
barter, which has become a dictatorship 
that has come to dominate business. 

Banking has enveloped itself and its 
transactions in a pseudo-religious veil, 
to emerge in each depression and sol- 
emniy proclaim its one stock cure-all, 
to-wit: “Inflate money and boom busi- 
ness."" The fact that all fictitious booms 
—" collapse never varies the form- 
ula. 

To expect banking to supply a prac- 
tical plan for stabilizing business within 
reasonable limits is idle, but subordinate 
banking to business, as it should be, and 
business will quickly regulate itself. The 
present system, whereby the . stored 
wealth of the people is used by a few 
individuals as their own capital for per- 
sonal profit, is absurd. How can busi- 
ness ever be stable so long as bankers 
secretly juggle its wealth? 

The laudable enterprise of the Post- 
Dispatch, in undertaking the accurate 
and complete publication of practices 
and methods of international bankers, 
has a value far beyond computation. To 
suppose that such practices are confined 
to international bankers is childish. 

The independent press can render no 
more vital service to the nation than to 
expose, and continue to expose, ques- 
tionable banking to public view, until 
such time that all banking transactions 
affecting the whole people are, by law, 
made a matter of public record open to 
all.

Mr. Edge showed that whereas in the last 12 years 
the population has increased 16 per cent, and the 
production and distribution of goods has increased 
even more, the increase in the quantity and effi- 
ciency of machinery has displaced from manufactur- 
ing industries 2,500,000 wage earners, despite absorp- 
tion of labor by new industries and shortening of 
‘the working week. He also showed that whereas the 
railroads of the Unite? States in 1919 employed 
1,960,000 men, the number had in 1929 decreased to 
1,690,000, although both freight and passenger mile- 
age had increased. He also showed that the mech- 
anization of farming had caused the farm population 
of the United States to decline in 12 years from 
30,000,000 to 27,000,000, where it should have -in- 
creased to 35,000,000. 

We do not have to look beyond St. Louis to realize 
a peril as to which warnings were sounded in the 
Fiftieth Anniversary edition of the Post-Dispatch by 
Dean Inge and Sidney Hillman. The work of cov- 
ering the River des Peres epitomizes the whole sit- 
uation. One of the big steam shovels in that major 
operation scoops up eight tons of dirt in 45 seconds. 
In five minutes it has loaded 50 cars. A single lever 
dumps all those cars simultaneously. The steam shov- 
el digs 20 hours a day, and in those 20 hours it re- 
moves approximately 19,000 tons of earth. It ruts 
right through Sunday, day in and day out, as'tire 
less as it is renmtorseless. When the sewer is laid and 
covered up, what are known as drag-line excavators, 
even greater than steam shovels, are brought in 
to heal the wound. One machine drives piles, another 
pulls them. Still cnother mixes concrete. On section 
E, 325 men are employed. Of this: number, 160 are 
shovelers, track men, dumpers and concrete tampers. 
There are 40 paper workers and fatigue men. Ma- 
chinery costing $300,000 and 70 men do work that 
could not be duplicated by 7000 men and 1000 mules. 
Ten thousand men working in 10-hour shifts could, 
not compete with the great shovels and excavators 
on the job. The dirt mechanically hauled and dumped 
could not be taken away by 5000 mules. Our great 
machines could have built in jig time the great pyra- 
mid at Gizeh which Herodotus tells us employed 100,- 
000 men, chiefly slaves, for 20 years. They could 
within one-tenth of the time and with a few opera- 
tors have built the Roman port at Ostia, upon which, 
we are told, 30,000 men worked for 11 years. 
The philosopher, Oswald Spengler, believes the ma- 
chine will devour our Western civilization. It is in- 
fectious. It is increasing over vast areas of the earth. 
Russia, a few years ago the last-country which one 
had supposed would adopt what Bertrand Russell calls 
our mechanistic civilization, has gone in for it even 
more furiously than we ever went in for it ourselves.

increase in automobile injuries and deaths. 

” In 1931, 170 persons in St. Louis were killed by 
automobiles, as against 156 the year before, and thus 
far in 1932 nine persons have lost their lives: Where- 
as, in the past, co1iparison between cities rested 
wholly on deaths per 100,000 population, the safety 
contest will bring in other factors, such as rate of 
improvement, effectiveness of courts, conditions of 
traffic ‘engineering, safety education of children and 
the like. We believe the contest will do much to spur 
cities to greater efforts to prevent auto deaths, in- 
juries and property damage. 

If any reminder were needed that St. Louis must 
come to grips with the traffic problem, the recent an- 
houncement of the insurance companies of a 25 per 
cent raise in Hability rates brings the lesson home. 
These rates, compared with other types of insurance, 
are already high. The insurance companies claim 
that they are so besieged with damage claims and 
suits, many of which are trumped up, that the rate 
rise is necessary. By vigorous opposition to false 
claims by the insurance companies, and such devices 


‘as the safety contest, the liubility rates may be 


brought down again. 

In connection with the gafety contest, it is perti- 
nent to point out that Missouri has not yet availed 
itself of one of the most effective preventive mea- 
sures, namely, the drivers’ license law. An effort to 
enact one failed at the last Legislature, but it should 
be renewed at the next meeting. Kansas City has 
passed a city ordinance requiring drivers to pass ex- 
aminations, and the Board of Aldermen might well 
consider making such a provision here, to fill in 
while we await a State law. 

An elaborate study made by the National Safety 
Council of drivers’ license legislation caused it to 
arrive at the following conclusions: 

Nine .tates which have passed such laws, with 
examinations, since,1916 have had 29 per cent 
fewer motor vehicle fatalities than they would 
have had if they had experienced the same per- 
centage inctease as the other states. 

Up to Dec. 31, 1929, when the laws were in ef- 
fect on an average of only eight years, the driv- 
ers’. license laws were responsible for saving 
22,000 lives. 

If all states should adopt such laws, in a few 
years there would be a saving of 5000 lives an- 
nually. 

States having drivers’ license laws, with the im- 
portant requirement that drivers must take exam- 
inations, are: Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Maryland, Califo-ia, Ver- 
monf; Arizona, New Hampshire and Rhode Island.

President Woolley of Mount Holyoke will not be 
the only American woman at the disarmament con- 
ference.

NLESS it is read with care, the sum- 
[J mary. as published in Paris, of Secre- 


tary Stimson’s memorandum on ilebts 
and reparations is likely to cause serious 
misunderstanding in Europe. The “fourth 


point” says that ‘“‘the United States Gov- 
ernment would look with displeasure on 
the formation of a united front by the debt- 


or nations,” and there is likelihood that 


this will be taken to mean that the United 
States does not wish to see Britain, France 
and Germany come to a common under- 
standing on the whole problems of inter- 
governmental debts. , 

This cannot be the view of the adminis- 
tration, for such a view would rule out the 
possibility of a solution of the problem. 
The correct interpretation of what Mr. 
Stimson said must be reflected in the ‘fifth 
point,” which says that the existing debt 
arrangement ‘can be eventually revised 
only by separate accords.” There is nothing 
in this to discourage the European Powers 
from reaching a comfmon ground among 
themselves. It requires only that they rec- 
ognize that the United States does not wish 
to negotiate with them as a body. What 
is really ruled out is a general debt con- 
ference, with the United States on one side 
of the table and all of Europe on the other. 
But nothing has been said, or, it seems, 
seriously intended, that would prevent Eu- 
rope, from reaching agreements that no one 
European Power should seek advantages in 
Washington at the expense of the others.

The phrase about our displeasure at a 
“united front’ is unfortunate, for the one 
thing that offers real hope in the present 

situation is that Europe should unite -vith- 
in itself. The-~post-war reconstruction has 
been bedeviled by disunity. It is the ever- 
lasting maneuvering of the British with 
the Germans against the French, of the 
French with the Poles and Czechs against 
the Germans, of the Italiana with the Ger- 
mans and the Hungarians, which has made 


any solution impossible. For, in this . 


maneuvering, the financia) and economic 
elements of the reparation problem have 
become overshadowed by the fear of po- 
litical and military combinations, and a 


vicious circle set revolving in which France, 


fearing for her security because of her 
political isolation, has become, frreconcil- 
able on reparations. This in turn has pro- 
moted political combinations against her

irreconcilable. 

The only hope,of breaking through this 
destructive entanglement lies in united ac- 
tion by Britain and France. Only if Brit- 
ish and French policy can be brought to

that France can be isolated and coerced. 
Even ff such a policy were desirable, it 
would be impossible, and at this point in 
time impossible policies are exorbitantly 
expensive.

RECISION, power and god-like 
self control were the distin- 
guishing attributes of Mary 
Wigman’s dancing aa manifested in 
her recital at the Odeon last night.

Louis and a large audience, an

Among the Variations 
Possible. 


We are askedfor macaroni hash 
and cutlets recipes, “and any other 


way that is a change from the fa- 
miliar baked cheese‘ and macaro- 
ni method,” so also add a custard 
and a combination in which dried 
beef is used, which appears on 
the’ Menus for the Week in this is- 
sue. 


Macaroni With Dried Beef. 


Break one-half pound macaroni 
in small pieces and cook in plenty 
of boiling salted water for 9 to 15 
minutes, or until tender. Drain 
and add two cups milk, two table- 
spoons butter and one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper. Sprinkle in three 
tablespoons flour and stir until the 
mixture is thickened and boiling. 
Separate one-half pound dried beef 
into small pieces, cover with boil- 
ing water, drain and. add to the 
macaroni. Pee: one-fourth pound 
mushrooms, scrape the stems and 
cut the mushrooms in thin slices, 
adding them to the macaroni. Pour 
into a greased baking dish, spread 
a layer of grated cheese and bread- 
crumbs over the macaroni, using 
one-half cup each. Bake in a 
moderate oven until brown on top. 
Serve with'a tomato or cabbage 
salad. 

Macaroni Hash. 


Melt two tablespoons bacon fat 
or butter in a deep frying pan and 
add one small onion chopped fine, 
one tablespoon chopped green pep- 
per and a thin slice from a clove 
of garlic. “Cook slowly for 5 min- 
utes, add _ three-fourths pound 
chopped beef and stir until the 
beef begins to brown. Add _ two 
cups canned tomatoes, salt and 
pepper to season, and one large cup 
uncooked macaroni, broken in 
small pieces. Cook slowly until 
the macaroni is done, stirring sev- 
eral times. Sprinkle with.chopped 
parsley before serving. The mix- 
ture, when done, should be slight- 
ly moist; if necessary add a little 
water while cooking. 

Macaroni Cutlets. 


Macareni cutlets are good (for 
lunch or dinner, especially if they 
contain a little chopped ham _ or 
tongue. Break one-half pound 
macaroni in pieces, boil until ten- 
der, drain and mix with one cup 
milk, four tablespoons flour, four 
tablespoons butter, one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper and one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Stir until boiling, re- 
move from the fire and add one 
cup chopped cooked ham, leftover 
beef, tongue or any flaked fish, 
one-half teaspoon worcestershire 
sauce and one tablespoon catsup. 
Spread out to cool. When cold, 
shape into six cutlets, dip in fine 
bread crumbs, then into one egg 
beaten and mixed with one tea- 
spoon cold water, then in bread, 
crumbs again. Fry-in hot fatina 
frying pan. Serve hot with catsup 
or brown gravy. 

Macaroni Custard. 


Boil one cup finely broken mac- 
aroni in boiling salted water until 
tender, then drain. Butter a bak- 
ing dish, put in the macaroni and 
spread a layer of apricot jam over 
it. Beat two eggs until light, add 
two cups milk, two _ tablespoons 
Sugar and a few grains nutmeg. 
Mix and pour over the macaroni. 
Place the baking dish in a pan of 
hot water and bake in a moderate 
oven for 40 minutes or until ten- 
der. Serve-cold. 


Cookie Molds. 


In the line of newer kitchen 
utensils are the bridge party cooky 
molds. There are of metal in the 
Shape of hearts, diamonds, spades 
and clubs into which the cookie 
dough -can be packed to chill. 
When unmolded, slice down quick- 
ly and bake. 


Peanut Brittle Mousse. 

Peanut brittle, run through the 
meat chopper and mixed with 
whipped cream (one-half pound 
brittle to one cup heavy cream, 
whipped stiff) makes a delicious 
mousse when frozen in the refrig- 
erator or in crushed ice and Ss@fit.

Melt , - on AF unsweetened 
chocolate over hot water, stir in 
one-half cup powdered sugar, the 
beaten yolk of one egg and one- 
fourth cup milk. Stir constantly 
until thickened and smooth, re- 
move from the fire and cool slight- 
ly. Cream one-fourth cup sugar 


with two tablespoons: butter. and 


when well blended add one ege 
yolk and beat théroughly. Stir in 
one-fourth cup milk, then one and 
one-half cups sifted cake flour 
mixed and sifted again with one- 
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quarter teaspoon baking soda and 
one teaspoon baking powder. 

When well mixed add the choco- 
late mixturé and one-half cup 
chopped walnuts or pecans. Pour 
into a greased pan about one an‘ 
one-half inches deep, filling the 
pan a little more than half full. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 25 
minutes until firm. Cool in the pan, 
ice with chocolate or white icing 
and cut in small squares for serv- 
ing.

HEALTH BUILDING 
FOODS AND MENUS 


Now’s the Time of Year for 
Special Attention to 
Meals. 


+35 This is the time of year when 


many of us are trying to avoid 
colds or are building up after one. 


A little moré care in dhe selection 
of food and in our eating habits 
will, in many instances, help in 
building up resistance to colds or 
aid you in recovering from an at- 
tack. 

All foods are, in a sense, build- 
ing foods, but when your system 
has been exhausted from  over- 
work, from worry, or from. the 


grippe, it is especially necessary 
that you select an abundance of 
the foods that are rich in fron and 
lime and that contain a good sup- 
ply of the health-giving vitamins. 
Among the most important foods 
for this purpose are the whole 
grain cereals, gluten and whole 
wheat bread, dried beans, peas and 
lentils, milk, cream, eggs, spinach, 
lettuce and other green vegetables, 
tomatoes, orange and lemon juice, 
nuts, dates, raisins, lean meat, 
especially beef, buttermilk and cot- 
tage cheese. An attractive list, you 
see, from which to make many 
appetizing meals. Bran prepara- 
tions are of value in such a diet as 
this, for it is important to insure 
a good regulation of the intestina) 
tract. 

In planning meals around sucha 
generous list of foods, some such 
scheme as this may be used. For 
breakfast take first of all a glass 
of orange juice to stimulate the 
appetite and also to furnish its 
share of the needed lime and iron. 
For variety the juice of one orange 
and one lemon may be mixed. Next 
have a dish of oatmeal or of any 
of the whole grain wholewheat or 
other cereals pith 4 or 5 dates or

ing foods required. A cup of coffee 
with cream or a cup of cocoa made 
with milk will do for the beverage 
and will increase, even if very 
slightly, the percentage of neces- 
Sary minerals, If you feel the need 
of some kind of bread, use bran 
muffins, or date or raisin muffins 
or bread, or wholewheat toast. 

For luncheon try a casserole of 
dried beans or lentils and tomatoes, 
or a baked potato and a serving 
of spinach or some other green 
with a poached egg, or a tomato 
or vegetable omelet. A small 
serving of a raw vegetable salad 
may follow the omelet; a glass of 
buttermilk and canned, stewed or

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RECALLS EARLY PANIC. 


Isaac H. Lionberger, Addressing 
Historical Society Warns 
Against Interference With 

Trade. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 22—Panic 


called by Isaac H. Lionberger, St. 
Louis attorney, at the annual ban- 


quet of the State Historical Society 
of Missouri, held here last night. 

Lionberger’s address awas on “The 
Romance of Trade,”’ and -was chief- 
ly devoted to the trade practices of 
ancient nations and the guilds of 
medieval Europe. He drew from the 
historical record the lesson of non- 
interference by government with 
trade, and quoted Burke’s saying, 
“When Governments interfere with 
markets, all the principles of mar- 
keting are subverted.” ‘ 

“That is the lesson we must 
learn,” he said, “and until we shall 
have learned it prosperity must be 
delayed. That in time it will return, 
I have no doubt, but not because 
the politicians show the way. The 
needs of the time are less public 
extravagance, lower taxes, greater 
liberty, and freedom to trade. 

“I quote from our own records 
the result of an experiment made 
more than 100 years ago under cir- 
cumstances similar to those of to- 
day. After several years of specu- 
lation. in land with wildcat note 
in 1819 the boom collapsed and

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today prescribed bases for inter- 
state freight between points in 
Southern Missouri but left to the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion the task of making intrastate 
rates coincide.

New Device Was All Ready for 
Test; $65,000 Damage at De 
Forest Plant.

The 
building is located some distance 
from the main plants of the De 
Forest Radio Co.

Disease Fighting Disease 
NE of the remarkable achieve- 
ments of modern medicine is 
based on the treatment of one 

disease through the agency of an- 

other. 

Progressive paralysis, known too 

as dementia paralytica, and general 

paresis, was one of the diseases 
which pugzled the medical profes- 
sion for many years. 

The cause of this distressing and 

pitiful condition was demonstrated 

by the late Dr. Noguchi less then 

20 years ago. 

He found the germ of syphilis 
in the brain tissue of those affected 
and proved what had been sur- 
mised before, that progressive 
paralysis was due to the damage 
done to the brain by the disease. 

This established the cause, but 
little furthered the treatment or 
cure of the disease. 

Ten years ago Osler’s text book 
on medicine said of the disease that 
it rarely ends in recovery. 

“As a rule the progress is slow- 
ly downward and the case termin- 
ates in a few years, although it is 
occasionally prolonged 10 or 15 
years,” he said. 

Ten years ago Dr. Wagner-Jauer- 
reg of Vienna instituted a treat- 
ment for this condition which in- 
volved the giving of the disease 
malaria to the sufferer from pro- 
gressive paralysis, 

As is well known malaria causes 
high fever. . 

And, as experience has shown, 
this high’ body temperature, and 
perhaps other and still unknown 
factors, effect a destruction within 
the brain tissue of the germs of 
syphilis. I 

Malaria, of course, can be effec- 
tively treated through the adminis- 
tration of quinine. 

The original study was made on 
129 cages. At the present time, nine 
years after the experiment was 
started, more than 50 per cent of 
the patients are alive. 

Of these, numbering 67 in all, 63 
are perfectly well. ; 

Prof. Wagner-Jauerreg received 
the Nobel prize in medicine for 
1929.
